fiood weather for the season brought
srowds to the automoblle show at Grand
‘entral Palace yesterday and the ex-
Libitors were kept briskly at it, answering
gquestions and In some cases booking
orders. The arrangement of many exhibits
on the first floor so as to make it easy to
move around through the cars, as done by
the Studebaker, Overland, Bulck and ud-
ecn among others, was helpful to the
ecrowds.

Of seventy-nine manufacturers showing
greolene cars fifty-four display sixes and
eighteen of these makers bulld nothing
but six cylinder cars. Five years ago only
elght companies bullt sixes, so it can be
eseen there s a strong trend to this type
of #ngine,

Nearly all the makers of six cylinder
ears now have come from bullding fours
and some date back to the “one luffyer”
duys, They are making sixes not because
they didn't sell their fours, but with the
idea of giving =omething more and better
for the money. The six decldedly Is not
& new proposition. For the past eight
years even makers who have not been
marketing it have been experimenting '
with the six type and have spent thou.
sands of dollars in perfecting it.

Many prospective buyvers of sixes In the
past have been told that the motor having
two extra cylinders uses one-third more
fuel than the four cylinder model, but this
i held by “six" makers not true. A num-
ber of makers contend that the six re-
quired even less gasolene and oll to keep
It running than a four cylinder car ef
equal power under the same conditions.
Furthermore, owners of sixes have learned
by comparing their monthly bills with
those of upkeep bills of former cars they
have driven that the six In the long run
Is elther Just as economical or costs
scarcely any more than the four,

JONES, LIMPING,
HIKES ON HER NERVE

Some Natural Tears She Shedn
on Brief Halt, Then
Nobly Advances.
